Youthful offender—A person, adjudicated in 
criminal,court, who may be above the statutory age 
tim® for juveniles but below a specified upper age 
limit, for whom special correctional commitments 
and special record-sealing procedures age made 
available by statute. The special correctional com- 


-mitment may be to a juvenile facility, to a special 


section of an adult facility, or to a separate facility for 


the confinement of persons between the age limits * 


specified in the particular statute. Such provisions 


_exist in Federal law and in the laws of several states. 
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
